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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 77 
to 90 non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 77-90 have been cancelled. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Accordingly, the title is changed into - - liquid crystal display device having 
plurality of conductive layers between a substrate and sealing member and insulated by 
insulating film - -. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 33-36, 54-58 and 91-95 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither discloses nor teaches a liquid crystal display 
device comprising various elements as claimed, more specifically, as the following: 

a first plurality of conductive layers interposed between the first substrate and the 
sealing member, and the first plurality of conductive layers comprising a same material 
as the plurality of scanning lines; a second plurality of conductive layers comprising a 
same material as the signal lines; and an insulating film disposed between the scanning 
lines and the signal lines and between the first plurality of conductive layers and the 
second plurality of conductive layers; and the first plurality of conductive layers and the 
second plurality of conductive layers are arranged in turn so that the second plurality of 
conductive layers do not overlap the first plurality of conductive layers [claims 1 , 54 and 
91; as shown in Figsl and 6]. 

The closest reference US 5,619,358 (Tanaka et al) discloses that first dummy 
electrodes and second dummy electrodes interposed between a substrate and a sealing 
member and insulated by a distance, but they are not insulated by an insulating film a s 
claimed in this application. Non of the prior art of record discloses such first conductive 
layers and second conductive layers arranged as claimed in this application.
